He noble Family of the Piercies Earls of Northumberland, 
have had a high Eſteem amongſt the Engliſh Nobility, 
and for their Valour and noble Exploits famed not on- 
ly in our Hiſtory, but throughout the World: I might give you 
a large Account of the Deſcent of that noble Earl, who is to bg, 
a chief Part of the Subject of the following Story; however, by 
the way, L muſt tell you, that Hiſtory records him for the fortunate 
Valour of a couragious Knight who kill'd tlie King of Scots by 
running his Spear into his Eye as he was beſieging Roxborough 
Caſtle, and his other Name was chang'd,and that of Pzercy given, 
together with the Earldom of Northumberland, and: to the firſt 
Earl, this Earl of whom I now treat, was Grand-Son and Heir 
both of his Virtues and Valour. But to come nearer to the in- 
tended Purpoſe: The noble Earl of Vor: humberland taking his 
Progreſs gallantly attended with fitteen hundred ſtout Archers, 


. paſſed on tothe Marches of Scotland, of which by Commiſſion 


from the King he was to have been Lord-Lieutenant, and wiſhe : 
ing for ſome Veniſon at a Dinner, he was informed that in a cu- 
rious Forreſt beyond the Tweed called Chivy-Chaſe, belonging to 
Earl Douglas, a Scotch, Noble:man, there was ſuch Store of it, 
that the like was in no part of the Kingdom ; and Proviſion being 
ſcarce on the Fugliſh ſide ca thoſe Borderers, this Report made 
his Men fo forward, that they deſired they might go out in Par- 
ties and bring as much as they could away undiicovered: but 
he de ſpiſing ſuc! away that look d too much like Deer- ſtœuleng, 
told ther, it their Courage was ſufficient to venture for it &;-lv,

To this Motion of the Noble EarPs they gave their unani- 
mous Conſent by throwing up their Caps, with a loud Shout: 
and fo the Earl made a Vow, That for three Days he would take 
his Pleaſure in Hunting on Chevy-Chaſe ; and thereupon ſending 
for his Dogs and Toils, early on a Midſummer Morning they 
paſted the Tweed, and were by a Guide directed to the Place, 
which was about fix Miles nearer Edenborough: So to the Game 
fte went; The Dogs were put in to rouſe the Harts, the Horns 

dunded, and the Huntſmens Shouts, with the Dogs Cries made 
a pleaſant Neiſe: yet the Villagers thinking it had been the

Sound of War on ſome ſudden Invaſion, were ſo terrified, that 


many of them fled with what they could carry away, for tear of 
being plunder'd; and with their groundleſs Fears allarm'd the 
Country many Miles, putting all into a Conſternation and

as he was about to give Order to the Huntſmen to begin the Sport 
the next Morning with the Sun - riſing, imcame a Meſſenger in | 
a ſcarlet Livery, laced with Gold, and a Badge of Arms on a | 
Plate of Silver, faſtned on his Breaſt: This ſpoke him to be ſent {4 
by ſome Perſon of Quality ; whereupon the Earl commandi ; 
Silence, demanded from whom he came, or what his Buſinef "4 
Was. Upon which he thus began with a hanghty Men: 

Sir, ſaid he, Whoever you are I know ot; but my Maſter, the 
noble, valiant and always-vitorious Earl Dowglas, chief Ranger 
to the King of Scotland, and to whom theſe Parks' and Chaſes be- 
long, hearing you have boldly preſumed to enter them, and deſtroy bis 
Deer without Leave or Conſent ;, by me tells you, That if you do mot 
luddenly depart, your Lives ſhall pay for the Injury you have done, 
before to morrow Non. n : 

This being denounc'd, he was about to depart, but the undaunt- 
ed Earl Percy taking him by the Sleive, ſaid, It is but convenient 
you ſbould carr; an Anſwer back to your Lord; And that is this, Tell 
bim my Name is Piercy, à Nam# at which Scotland has trembled; 
and that I am of jo true Engliſh Courage, that Threats are in vain 
70 terrifie me. Tell him moreover, I have propoſed to tate my Plea- 
ſure in theſe Farreſts and Chaſes for two Days longer; and if be be 

Valiant, as you ſal, lit him hinder my Sport, if, he be ſo bold as %

Upon this the noble Eogliſh Earl, enraged with a generous 
Fury and Diſdain, Seth Men to halt, went nearer, . 
Earl Dou- glas, it matters nut whoſe Men we are; but ſuch

bove kilÞd, we will carry away, or leave our own Bodies dead behind

This unexpected Offer overſoyed the Noble Pierq, and draws -- 
ing his victorious Sword, bid Defiance to the Challenger, wiſh. 
ing thoſe accurſed, that hingred this Agreement. But it could not 
be, Fate had involved many more Lives in this Quarrel than the 
two Earls; for Witherizgton, a valiant Engliſh Eſquire, ſtanding 
by the Earl when this Combate was about to begin, clapt be- 
teen them with his Sword, and made a Stand, ſaying, My noble 
Lord, it ſhall never be told to Henry our King to ſhame us, that me 
let you fight, under whoſe Command we are, whilit we ſtood looking 
on: Hom ſhould we be reproached with Cowardice, if this were ſuffer- 
ed orkwown ? With Hearts and Hands we are ready to live or dye in 
your Cauſe; and therefore whilit I am able to ſtand, more Swords than 
two ſhall try it. Earl Percy, though grieved at this Hindrance, ' 
ſeeing all his Men reſolute, and of the ſame Opinion, crying out 
They would not hazard their noble Earl in ſingle Combate, but fight 
with him, and for him, to the lat Drop of their blood; found him 
ſelf conſtrained to yield to their Importunities; and ſo both 
ſides immediately were ordered to make ready for the Battle,

Chap. V. How the mortal Battle began by the Engliſh Archers, 
who flew ſixty Scots at the firit Flight of Arrows, and continued 
 with-ſuch Fury that all the place was paved with dead, and dying 
Men; How the two Earls after a cruel Fight were ſlain, with the

"He Engliſh Archers on the left Diviſion immediately ſent 
1 a Flight of fatal Arrows, which laid threeſcore ot the Scots 


dead on the place; and the right Diviſion letting fly on the Flank 
of their Battalion, gauld them moſt miſerably , Earl Douglas ſee- 
ing his Men diſcouraged to be killed ſo at diſtance, ind that ano- 
ther Vollue might put them into Diſorder, commanded them 
ſpeedily to advance, and come to a cloſe Figit; by which means 
he thought to tender the Engliſh Bows, which was their chiefeſt

however, both being furious, they fought deſperately, inſoe: 
much that the Ground was cover*d with dead, and dying Men, 

Arrows, ſhivers of Spears, broken Swords, and ſtreams of 
Blood; ncthing was heard but confus'd Noiſes, Groans and 
Cries.

And now Earl Piercy being backed by. divers Knights and: 

Eſquires, Men at Arms, Cc. cut of the Tops of the Enemy's 
Spears pointed againſt him, and like a Tempeſt broke in amongſt 
them with ſuch Fury and Slaughter, that he laid Heaps of Dead 
on either hand, and before him, ſo that his way was in a-manner 

| oped with the Carcaſſes of the Slain, which raifed a great 
Cry about him, inſomuch that Earl Donglas, who was fighting. 
on the other ſide, and had ſignaliz d his Valour very much, was 
forced to give over, and come to the ſucconr of his broken For- 
ces; where theſe two Earls met like two enraged Lyons; no 
Armour was Proof againſt their Well-temperd- Swords, ſo that 
by the mighty ſtroaks they gave each other, it fell Piece- meal 
to the Ground ; the Place they fought on was ſprinkled with 


| noble Blood; and Earl Dowg/es hereupon beginning to faint, yet 
| aſhamed to yield, thus beſpake Earl Pier: |

laboured to raiſe him from the Ground, that he miglit ſend him 


out of the Battle, to have his Wound dreſſed, if peradventure 
his- Life might be in him; but finding him dead, he much be- 
"moaned him, commending, like a generous Enemy, his Va- 
four,” and wiſhing he had, or could have done any thing to ſave 
him: But whilſt he was lamenting his Death, his own was 
near at Hand; for the noiſe being carried through the Battle, 


fiat Earl Douglas was ſlain; Sir Hugh Montgomery, who was 
_"DowliPs chief Favourite, putting his Spear in his Wreſt, and 


vowing Revenge, broke through the Rank, and whilſt the no- 
ble Pzercy's Thoughts were imploy'd on the dead Earl, he came 


behind him at Unawares and run him quite through the Body, 
ſo that he fell on Earl Douglas; and only having time to encou- 


rage his Men, gave up the Ghoſt: But was not long unreveng'd 


for an Engliſh Archer perceiving what had happened, drew aa 


Arrow up to the head, which proved a ſure Meſſenger of Death, 
for it paſſed quite through Montgomerys Body, fo that the Fea- 
thers of the Arrow were wet in his Heart's Blood. 


Chap. VI. How the Battle, after the Death of the noble Chiefs, 
continued till but fifty five of the Scots, and fifty three of the Eu- 
gliſb, were left alive, it holding a whol: Suzwmer's Day; of 
the Lamentation the Widows made over their dead Husbaxds, and 
the Revenge for the Ears Death, &c.

Hrough the Chiefs wete ſlain, the Fight contiuued with 


& great Fury, being ſpurred on with Courage and Deſire of 


Revenge, either ſide ſcorning to yield, though the Sun declined, 
and Night was haſting on apace, it having held almoſt a whole 
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Summer's Day, till in the end thoſe few that were left alive, 
were ſo wounded and wearied, that they were conſtrained to 


part by Conſent : Eighteen hundred forty three of the Scots he- 


ing killed, ſo that of the two Thouſand there remained but fif. 
ty five; and of the Engliſh but fifty three, ſo fatal and deſpe. 
rate were theſe two ſmall Armies, contending for the Honourof 


either Nation, more than for any thing elſe. Witherington e- 


ſpecially in this Action behaved himſelf as he had promiſed, for 
a Scot coming behind him with a mighty broad Sword, and 
cutting his Legs off, he raiſed himſelf on his bleeding Stumps 
with his Hands, and pierced his Enemy, who had ſo wounded 
him to the Heart, and fo continued fighting, till through. loſs of 
Blood, he fainted and dyed. 771 5 
Beſides theſe of Note dyed in this Battle, Sir Jeb» Ogerton, 
Sir Robert, Sir John, and Sir James Ratcliff,three valiant Brothers, 


and of a noble Family; alſo. Sir George and Sir James Tyrell, 


Father and Son, and Sir Ralph Raby, all gallant Engliſh Men. 
And of the Scots of Note belides Sir Hugh Mongomery, Sir 

Charles Currel, Sir Charles Murrel, and his Siſter's, Son alſo, Sir 

David Lamb, a Man Valiant, and of great Council, much be- 


loved by the whole Nation; but nothing in this mortal Battle 


could reſcue him from Death; there fell likewiſe the Lord Mark- 


well, Lord of a Clan in the High-lands of that Name, Nor 
was this Few d ſcarce ended when the hell rung to Evening-ſong, 


the woful News of this bloody Day being known to the Widows 

f theſe Perſons that were ſlain, they came running with doleful 
Cries, torn Hair, and Garments, each ſcarching among the Dead 
or her Husband's Corps; and no ſooner finding it, but fal- 
ling on it, killed the cold Lips a hundred times, and bathed 
the pale Face in Tears, wh ſuch piteous Cries, and Groans, as 
would have picre'd any Heart to have heard: But the Extremi- 
zy, of Sorrow being over, the dead Bodies were removed, and 
decently hurycd according to their Degree; the whole King- 


dom ef Scotland Mourning tor the iois of Earl Douglas, and ſo- 


many valiant Men with Lim on fo triviala Quarrel ; the King at-
